A PILOT BOAT SUNK, 


Disabled at Sea—Vessels Damaged During 
Bad Weather. 


Ry Telegranh to the Post-Disrarca. 

New Tonk, Oct. 14.—The pilot boat, Jesse 
Carll, one of the finest afloat, was driven 
ashore off Zack's Inlet during the storm that 
was raging early yesterday morning. She 
struck head on and the heavy sea that was 
running filled her with water during the day. 
Towards evening she shifted some distance to 
the northwest and sunk. All on board were 
saved by a life-saving crew. The pilot boat 
put to sea from Staten Island on Tuesday last. 
She had on board Pilots John W. Stanton, 
Gideon L. Mapes, Wm. H. Anderson, George 
Cisco and Seamen Alsan, Carlson, Benson, 
Wilsen, Wall and three others. From the mo- 


ment they left the Narrows they had bad 
weather and cruised about most of the time 
with three reef sails. Saturday afternoon 
they met an incoming Mediterranean vessel 
that wanted a pilot and Pilot George Cisco 
was put aboard. Intheevening they lay to 
about ten miles west of Fire Island. At 10 
o’ clock at nicht it began to blowagale. The 
rain was very heavy and was accompanied by 
thunder and n. The waves swept over 
the vessel's deck. Atil2o’clock Pilot Mapes 
took charge. Asit wasraining so hard that 
no lights or landmarks could be distinguished 
all the sails were lowered and no attempt was 
made to guide the boat except to keep her 
pointed offshore. Shortly before 2 o’ciock a 
rating sound was heard andthe boat began 
o Strain her timbers, Then she de- 
gan to thump against the sandy bot 
tom and the waves washed completely 
over her. The pliots and those of the 
crew who had been asleep in their berths 
came rushing on deck, They fancied that 
some steamer had run the boat down. When 
it wis learned that they bad run aground ali 
became calmer, though the situation was se- 
rious enough. The two yawl boats were 
launched but nobody got into them as it was 
not thought that they could live in the stormy 
waters. Biue fire and torches were lighted to 
attract the attention of the life-saving 
crew. Head sails were also run up in 
hopes that the wind might release the 
boat, No such good luck awaited her, how- 
ever. At 3:30 o’clock tbe life saving crew 
— alongside and every one on board got 
to their surf boat. They reached sbore 
without any mishap. About 4 o’clock the 
pilot boat became loosened by the strong 
wind that was biowing off shore, and slowly 
drifted into deep water and sank, ber masts 
alone — Visible.

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== [BEATEN 170 DEATH 


Amelia Fritz Found Dead in Her 
Bed This Morning. 


Her Husband Charged With Her 
Murder and Arrested. 


The Outcome of a Prolonged Drunken De- 
bauch Discovered This Morning—Henry 
Frits, the Husband of the Dead Woman, 
Gives First Notice of Mer Death, and 
Claims That She Died of Consumption— 
The Story of the Landlady—Mrs. Herolt’s 
Account of Previous Troubles—A Former 
Attempt at Wife-Murder Said te Have 
Been Made by Fritz. 


HIS morning, what 
in all probability is 
a peculiarly brutal 
case of wife murder 
ocourred ata cheap 
boarding- house kept 
by Mrs. Mary Mal- 
oy. at No. 614 South 
Third street. On 
Saturday last a 
man and woman giv- 
‘ing their names as 
Henry and Amelia 
Frites, and stating 
that they were nus - 
nnn and wife ap- 
plied to Mrs. Malloy for « room, saying that 
they had been recommended to her house by 
a Mrs. Churchill, who kepta butcher shop in 
the neighborhood. They were given a smail 
room in the third story, and a 
wagon containing a very dilapidated trunk 
soon afterwards appeared at the house. 
The pair were seen on Sunday several times 
by those living in the bouse, and the opinion 
was expressed that both were considerably 
the worse for liquor. They made no disturb- 
ance, however, and little attention was paid 


to them. 
At 6:30 this morning Fritz, who is a heavily 


built German ol about 40 years of age, came 
running down tothe kitchen where Mrs. Mal- 
loy was preparing breakfast, wringiag his 
hands and crying. ‘‘My wife is dead, 
she bied to death, he said. When asked 
whatthe matter was, he said that she was a 
victim of consumption and had died in conse- 
uence of a hemorrhage of the lungs. Mrs. 
alloy urged bim to go for the doctor, which 
he refused to do, urging that she was dead, 
and that the doctor would do no good. 
DISCOVERY OF THE CRIME. 

A neighbor went to the room where the 
dead body lay. The corpse was stretched on 
the bed with a quantity of bedclothes thrown 
carelessly over it. The head was bloody and 
contused, there were biood stains on the 
floor, and on the corner of the rickety stove 
that stood in the room there were numer- 
ous bicodclots. The husband was whimper- 
ing and wringing his bands, but would say 
nothing to explain the manner in which his 
wite had died, being apparently stupefied with 
liguor. The police were summoned, and im- 
mediately come to the conclusion that a mur- 
der had been committed. Fritz’s hands were 
bloody, and there were blood spots 
on his clothing. A careful ex- 
amination of the room was made. 

The furniture was of the poorest description, 
consisting of a bed, two or three , broken 
chairs and a small, rusty stove. The woman 
was dressed in her night clothes, ber outer 
garments being scattered about the room. It 
was believed by the policeman that her nead 
had been beaten against the stove, and that 
the body had then been thrown upon the bed. 


FRITZ WAS ARRESTED, 

the patrol wagon called, and he was taken to 
the Four Courts. The battered trunk belong- 

ing to him, and his wife’s clothing were taken 
possession. of by the police. No one about 
the house heard any noise, the first intima- 
tion thata death had occurred coming from 
the husband. 

fINDING THE BODY. 

Officer Bornefeld, who with Officer Jerrick 
was the first to take official notice of the case, 
said: ‘‘We were told that there was a murder 
in that house so we went right down and found 
the dead woman, the man having left the 

lace. The woman’s body was lying on the 

ed when we found it all covered up with the 
bed clothes. There were some biood spots on 
the floor and some on the corner of the stove, 
and it looked as if she had fallen against 
the stove or been thrown against it and cut 
her head. There was a bad bole in the side of 
her head, which was, I think, the cause of 
the woman’s death. Where the man was at 
that time I don’t know, but he was caught 
later. 
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MRS. MARY MALLAY, 
the keeper of the cheap lodging house where 
the dead woman was found, came to the rear 
of a very dirty kitchen, dressed ip a dirty 
calico and surrounded vy three or 
four very nasty-looking children. When 
asked what she knew of the case, she said: 
‘*They were strangers to me and only came 
bere last Friday and took the garret room by 
the week.

WESTERN SHYLOCKS IN TROUBLE, 


A Decision Affecting the Interests of Loan 
Companies io Kansas, 


TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 14.—A rather startling 
financial disclosure has been made in South- 
western Kansas by a shrewd attorney living in 
that region which promises to cost the :oan 
companies interested in Western mortgage 
loan millions of dollars. It was a common 
practice In the old pre-emption days for the 
pre-emptors to arrange for loans on their 


claims prior to final proof, toenable them to 
pay the Government, andin many cases to 
furnish them with the bare necessities 
of life. Time has passed rapidly and with 
three years of drought, or at least crop fall 
ures, itis dificult to even raise the semi-an- 
nual payment of interest. There is a stipula- 
tion In most mortgages of this character that 
failure to take up the interest coupons regu- 
larly is a sufficient cause for foreclosure, In 
thie deplorable condition ge a frontier 
claim-holder finds himeeif this fall. A cold 
‘winter predicted, seaut food and clothing 
with no fuel save as he gathered it 
in the track of the herds, a prospect 
of foreclosure of mortgage and no 
earthly means of staying the proceedings, and 
when it is done he is without home, w thout 
monev and far from work end places where 
relief can be obtained. John . Hillyer, an 
unfortunate settier in one Of the newest and 
most droug bt afflicted counties, found himseif 
in the distressing position described above 
and employed an attorney to defend him. He, 
like many others, had made the contract for 
his loan and, indeea, had the papers all 
drawn before his final proof was made.

This pre- 
arrangement for loans was so general and the 
mortgage so universal that in the drought- 
affiicted districts, where the interest cannot 
be raised, there will be no end to litigation, 
It was not only the pre-emptor who mort- 
gages. but in many instances a homestead 
was Also taken and committed, that is after 
six mon the residence the Government price 
of Sl.

navigation. 

Foremost among the subjects to be brought 
forward is the adoption of new and more ex- 
act means, toshow in afog what direction a 
vessel is moving. A number of American 
naval officers have conducted experiments on 
the subject and their reports will be of great 
value to the Congress.

A THRILLING TRAGEDY. 


Fatal Encounter Between Two 
Near Weatherford, Tex.

WEATHERFORD, Tex., Oct. 14.—A thrilling 
tragedy was enacted near this city last even- 
ing, the participants being Heywood Beatty 
and George Duncan, two farmers who rented 
adjoining tracts of land.

His 
unlimited confidence, which made bim blind 
to all dangers and deaf to all the warnings of 
his friends, was the cause of his death. 

Gordon, always calm and undaunted, did 
not even for a moment show any outward 
signe of excitement, not even when his own 
soldiers refused to obey him any longer be- 
cause their pay was in arrear. In the last 
fortnight they hadto fight every night and 
after every engagement it was found that 
numbers of thes ae had gone over to the 
Mahdi’s camp. Three d ays before the fall of 
Khartoum he said: ‘‘Nowit is highest time 
for the relieving force to arrive.

An interesting table showing the assicned 
causes of insanity In the case of ail patients 
admitted into publiv and private asylums in 
Engiand and Wales during the ten years 1878 
87 is given in the report of the Oommission- 
ers in Lunacy justissued. These causes are 
net taken from the statements in the papers 


of admission of the patients, but are those 
which have been verified by the medical 
officers of the asylums. The total number of 
admissions during the ten years was 156,478, 
being 66,918 of the male and 69,560 of the te- 
male sax. The totale in the following table 
exceed the whole numberof patients aomit- 
ted, as in some cases there was a combination 
of causes.

THE WORLD'S FAIR EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
WILL SOON REPORT. 


Why Certain Large Contributions Have 
Been Somewhat Delayed—An Astonish. 
ingly Good Shewing to Be Made—Repudi- 
ation ofthe Unautherized Circular of an 
Officious Committeeman 


HE exposure of the 
manner in which the 
address to the South 
and Southwest was is- 
sued, made in the 
PO8T- DIsPaTou of Sat- 
urday, was the subject 
of general comment 
among the members of 
the Executive Com- 
mittee of the World’s 
Fair, and those inter- 
ested in the project. The unauthorized pub- 
lication and distribution of these unfortunate 
circulara was loudly denounced by many sub- 
seribers to the World’s Fair fund, 
who asserted their belief that 
no such blow had been dealt to the candidacy 
of St. Louls since the agitation was set on foot. 
THE SOUTHERN OCIROULAR DENOUNCED. 

The fact was commented on that 86. Louis 
hoped to succeed by attracting votes from the 
North and West, the arguments used being 
the central location of the city, ite admirable 
railroad facilities, ite experience in accommo- 
dating large numbers of visitors, and the ease 
with whieh the city could be reached from ali 
quarters. The statement by implication 
thatthe residents of Northern and Eastern 
States would find themselves in an alien at- 
mosphere end surroundings if they visited 
this city, as men from the Senth and South- 
west who would have been among st"angers 
if they visited the East would be in control, 
was deciared to be asfaise infact asit was 
detrimental as a matter of policy. The candi- 
dacy of St. Logis, it was frequently asserted, 
rested upon no sectional, but upon a national 
basis, and residents from the North, South, 


East and West would find themselves equally 
at home and egually welcome.

Chickasaw Capital, caused by the decision 
rendered a few days ago by the Supreme Court 
of Chickasaw Nation, confirming the legality 
of the seventh amendment to the Tribal Con- 
stitution, passed last winter by the National 
Council, which disfranchised every white 
man who holds his citizenship by mar- 
riage. Hundreds of these disfranchised people 
and a large number of Indians who belong to 
the Guy party, which oppose the disfranchis- 
ing act, have assembled at the Chicka- 
saw capital in the last few days, for the 
purpose of entering vigorous protests against 
the decision of the Supreme Court and 
to take steps to appeal to Congress for relief. 
A petition will de presented to Congress by 
the white citizens asking that the lands be al- 
lotted in severalty, and the Nation, both 
Chickasaw and Choctaw, tothe ninety-sixth 
parallel west to be thrown open to settie- 


ment. 
THIS DECISION 


of the Supreme Court, which is 
composed of three Judges, two full-bloods 
and one half-breed, the latter dissenting from 
the decision, settles the question as 
to the right of suffrage and office-hold- 
ing of the white cltizens, which 
has been customary for twenty-five 
years. It further settles the question 
of white citizens becoming property holders, 
both real and personal, and virtually kills the 
extensive cattie interests which flourished 
there. Men who have married Indian women 
are denied the right of citizenship other than 
merely living with their families. The 
result of the decision will be disastrous, be- 
cause 80 per cent of the citizens of the 
Chickasaw Nation are thereby disfranchised, 
Mr. Burney said the Chickasaw Legislature 
went too far when they passed that act dis- 
franchising the adopted white citizens. By 
that act the treaty of 1866, made be- 
tween the United States Government on one 
side and the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
nations or the other has been violated, and to 


put the climax on that erroneous procedure 
the Supreme Court of that nation has decided 
that act to be egal and in accordance with the 
Chickasaw constitution. .fthatactis consti- 
tutional then thelr constitution is im direct 
conflict with the treaty of 1866, which 
being true, that nation has no organic law 
which the United States Government is in du- 
‘y bound to aid them in the enforcement 
thereof. Should emergency demand it neither 
will Congress tolerate very long a practice 
that openly violates 
A SOLEMN TREATY. 

with the United States, especially a violation 
that must necessarily work a great hardship 
ona large number of people who have been 
recognized as citizens of that tribe for the 
past twenty poor and whose citizenship and 
protection of their property rights were par- 
ticularly provided for by Oongress in the 
treaty of 1866. 

The Choctaws have felt deep 
interest in the Chickasaw disfrancbising act 
ever since it was passed, because they are in 
common with the Chickasaws in the 1866 
treaty. In fact the Uhoctaw is. the 
first tribe to that treaty, the Ohick- 
asawse being second, and it is due to 
this fact thatthe Chuctaws were so anxious 
about the decision of the Chickasaw Supreme 
Court and hopeful that the decision would 
settle the adopted citizenship question by de- 
ciding the disfranchising act unconstitution- 
al. But now. as that Court has held other- 
wise, there remains but one thing for the 
tribes in question to prepare for, and that 
is the allotment of their lands in severalty and 
the selling of the surplus lands not required 
in allotment to the United States Govern- 
ment, which necessarily follows any 
violation of the treaty of 1866 
according to certain provisions and 
stipulations in treaty. The Choctaws 
have been for a long time strongly in favor of 
the allotment scheme, and now that it is so 
near at hand the Legisiature of that tribe, 
now In session at Tuskaboma, the tribal capi- 
tal of the Choctaw Nation, will pass a resolu- 
tion before adjournment, probably next 
week, memoralizing Congress to take 
our tribal affairs in hand, allot the 
lands of the Choctaws and Ohickasaws, buy 
the lands not alloted, paying us $1.25 per acre, 
according to the stipulation of the treaty of 
1866 and give us a territorial form of govern- 
ment, the same as other Territories have. 

CONGRESSMAN SPRINGER 
was in Gainesville a few days ago, together 
with a number of Congressmen who are me m- 
bers of the Committee on Territories. The 
question came up concerning the efforts be- 
ing made by one political wing of the Chick - 
asaw people to disfranchise the adopted oiti- 
zens or squaw men. Mr. Springer said: 
‘*There is nothing would please me better con- 
cerning the Chickasaw question than for the 
supreme court of that nation to hold thatthe 
act passed by the Tribal Council ofthe Chick- 
asaws last winter disfranchieing the adopted 
citizens is in accordance with certain proyi- 
sions of their constitution, for such a law is 
in direct violation of one of the 
treaties these people have with the United 
States Government. Sbould — engraft such 
a law on their statute books, and the same be 
confirmed by the Supreme Court, then Con- 
grese is no longer under any obliga- 
tions to deal wit that nation accord- 
ing to prescribed — a laid down in
